FOREIGN NEWS. 

HE Decree, condemning Count Bonne- 
val’s Book, is publifhed at Vienna, and 
is as follows, viz. — Whereas we have 
received Information, that there was 

ublithed, in Holland, in the Month of 
April laft, a Book jntitled, Relation des 
Demelez, entre Son Excellence Monjeur le 

Conte de Bonneval, &F% Son Excellenc 
Monfieur le is de Prie, — without naming the Place 
where, or the Perfon by whom the fame wes printed, and 
only adding, Publifbed by Order of his Excellency the Count 
de Bonneval. And whereas feveral Copies of the faid Book 
were fold at the lak Fair, which is ufually held every Whit- 
fur-Tide in this City, ahd were found to be full of notori yu 
end {candslous Calumnies, with which the faid Count de 
Benxeval (who, on Account of his high Crimes and Mil- 
demcanors, was before not only divelted of his Military 
Emploies, profecuted, and bound to his good Behaviour ; 

it alfo gone over to the common Enemy of Chriffendom ) 
hus notonly not failed in the faid Book, which he has dit 
perfed all over the World, to load aPublicMinifter, who was 
emploied in a confiderable Poft, but even to vilily and 

Mumefully abufe his whole Fam "herefore, as this 
bold Undertaking is, both in itlelf, and alio in reipett of 
the Slander and the Slandered, of fuch a Nature as to call 
for a Public Condemnation, to fatisfy the Party injured, 
and to prevent the Impreilions it might otherwile make up 
on the Public. ——= It has graciouflly refolved, by the 
Regency of this Country, that the Copy of the faid noto 
gious Libel, which has made fuch a Noife in the Wo:id, 
fill be burnt, by the Hands of the Common Hangman, 
wpon a Scaffold, near the Pillory in the New Market, in the 
Prefence of the Officers of Juttice, the Inipector of the 
Prifons, and the Under-Sheriff on Horfeback, who fhall 
gead the prefentE2if before the Execution.———«[n Witnels 
whereof, this moft gracious Order thall be openly publith- 
ed, and the Copy of that notorious Libel fhall be delivered 
to the Common Hangman, to burn and deftroy the fame,

Gamoroon, (in Perfia) Fan. 24. We have juft now receiv 
ed Advice, from the Eng/ifh Refident at Ipaban: That 
Shab Thamasd was in Poffellion of that City, and the Ufar- 
per Mbraff, after the Lofs of two Set Battels, was fled 
with his fhattered Forces; fome fay, that he is fince taken 
by the Perjians, and put to Death; others, that he is retired 
among the Usseck Tertars; but all agree that Shab Thamash 
is in full Poffefiion of his Dominions, except what has been 
taken by the Turks and Rufian:, which they will fcarce be 
able to maintain. Our Chief had been to wait on the 
King and his General, Ku/i Kban, who received him with 
great Civility and Diftintion, and promifed to confirm the 
Company's Grants and Privileges in as full and ample Man- 
ner as they enjoyed them under any of his Predeceflors.

Vienna, July 5. The Emperor having received Advice, 
that the Court of Spai# had difpatched an Exprefs to the 
King of Sardinia, to acquaint him, that the Spani/f> Fleet 
was upon the Point of failing, with a good Body of Land- 
Forces, his Imperial Majelty has fent Orders to General 
Merci to form an Army 40,000 ftrong, and to aét with 
them as he fhall judge proper. It is confirmed, that the 
Emperor will not in the leat depart from the Letter of the 
Quadruple Alliance. 

Santa Cruz in South Barbary, Fune 1. We have jut now, 
by an Exprefs, received Advice. that Mu/ei Abdallah was 
fet out from Meguvinez, with an Army of 50,000 Blacks, 
in order to reduce the Province of Suz to his Obedience, as 
well as other Parts of the County which have uot yet acknow- 
ledged him.-——No Manner of Trade is ftirring, and our 

Port is crowded with Shipping ; befides feveral have lately 
Giled with a {mall Part of their Lading: Here are now in 
Port the Sarah Galley, the Leat and Sarab Sloop, two Bri- 
£antines from Gibraltar, the K. David Sloop, the Samra 
Cruz Galliot, the Princef: Mary Snow, the Diamond Bri- 
Bantine, and the Aurora Sloop ; the two laft fail this Even- 
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‘ing for Londom: We are hourly expeéting four others from 
Salle? mA Perfon whofe Name is Sidi Moumin, and late- 
ly took upon him the Title of King, with a finall Army, 
confifting of about 60 Foat and 40 Horfe, is ftill befieged 
in Tarudant, by the Couhtry People, which caufes great 
Confufion in thefe Parts, by being an Encouragement to 
the Free-Booters to interrupt the Paflage of Goods to and 
from this Place. 

Genoa, Fune 24. All is yet in Confufion in the Ifland of 
Corfica, the Rebels there carrying it with fo high a Hand, 
that it is more and more fulpected they depend upon Fo- 
rcign Support. The worft is, the People of this Country 
begin to dance after their Pipe, rezufing to pay their Taxes, 
which (they fay) are contrary to their Rights and Privileges: 
And therefore they have already made fome Commotion 
upon this Score at S. Rewaand Pieva. By the Mafter of a 
Ship arrived here, which put in at Ma/ta, we hear, that the 
Gallies and a Man of War of the Order were failed for the 
Goletta near Tunis, at the Mouth of the Harbour, to try if 
they can fet Fire to the Cruifers, We live here in continual 
Apprehenfions of an approaching War, our Country being 
already furrounded with Swarms of Imperial Troops, who, 
if the Allies of Seville thould attempt to land at Leghorn or 
Port Ferrajo, would certainly over-run it 

Leghorn, June 26. They write from Mar/feille:, that t 
Spaniie Commifiary Pefal wasarrived there, to hire Tranf 
sorts of the b Merchants, to whom he advances two 
are fome Hundreds of Sea 
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men t Spain, the Frenb King’s 
million. 

N » Fune 24. Tre Small-Pox has been fo fatal here 
for ce Weeks paft, that at Icalt 2000 Perfons have died 
of that D mper, which is not yet ceafed. Some Days 


ago, the Gates of this City were fhut up; and the Officer 
of Jultice, with the Affiflance of a Detachment of Soldiers, 
made a general Search of the Houles of the Protefants and 
New Converts, and away all the Arms and Books they 
could find. The Arms they preferved for their Ufe; but 
the Books being judged Heretical, were before the Town 
Houle, reduced to Abhes. 

Milan, June 21. In cafe of a War, which feems to be 
very near at hind, the Emperor our Sovercign will have an 
Army 80,000 ftrong in Jtaly, to baffle the Enterprizes of 
the Allies of Seville. 

Lugsburz, Fulj 6. Yeferday, about Five in the Morn. 
we had the moit violent Storm of Thunder, Lightning, 
and Hail, that ever was known in the Memory of Man 
The Steeple of the Church of St. Stephen was damaged by 
it, and the Dial Plate of the Clock torn off. The Glas 
Windows of feveral Hundreds of Houles were thattered in 
Pieces by the Hail: All the Gardens, as well within as 
out of the City, were intirely ruined ; and it being 
Market Day, the Country People, who were coming to 
Town, were furprifed on the Road by the Tempelt, and 
many of them bruifed by the Hail, which was of an extra- 
ordinary Size, and lay very thick on the Ground, One of 
the Hork the Poit Waggon that was g to Fridurg, 
was killed by the Lightning at the Entrance into the Vi! 
lage of Steppach. The Villages of Pleferm, Leu/ter) fen 
Goggengen, and Stabergen, were totally deftroyed; and ma- 
ny other Places, fix Leagues round this City, have fuffered 
very much. In fhort,’all the Fruits of the Earth are de- 
ftroyed in fuch a Manner, that the Inhabitants of the P! 
“where the Storm happened are reduced to the utmoit Defo- 
lation and Mifery. 

Frankfort, Fuly 6. Wednefiay laft, they had fach a dread- 
ful Storm of Hail and Rain at Winternbeim, three Leagues 
from Mentz, that 13 Houfes were born down by the Flood, 
and 17 Perfons and 25 Cattle drowned. At the fame 
Time, all the Corn upon the Ground thereabout was ut- 
terly deftroyed. 

Paris, ‘July 12. The great Storm we had here, the ath, 
was much more violent at Rheims and that Way, the Hail 
Stones having broke all theWindows and moft of the Tilin 
of that City. It even reached as far as Sedan, makin 
Havock every where. 

Tuelday arriged a Mail from Holland. 

Algiers, Fune 29. The 9th Inflant, while Commodore 
Schryver, Commander of the three Dutch Ships of War, 
now here, was with the Dey, bargaining for the Redemp- 
tion of Slaves, Word was brought, that four dlverine 
Cruifers were approaching the Harbour with two very con- 
fiderable Prizes.
